An Account of four forts of factitious Shining S*bjlat!ces r commu- 
nicated to the l'ublijker from very good hands t both in printed 
JPaj>ers and in Letters not printed. 

TWo of thefe four fubftances have been already fpoken 
of in two of ihe late Tranfictions , vid. Kumb. 13.1. 
^.788, and Numb, x^.p^qi \ and they are, one of the m, the 
lafiitious I'afte of Dr. Balduin > fhining in the dark like a 
glowing Coal, after it harhbtena while expofed to the Day 
or Candle- light ; the other, the BonontanStatx calcin'd,v.hith 
imbibes light from the Sunbeams, and fo renders it again in 
the dark, whereas the former needs no Shining Sun, but doth 
the effect in quite overcafl: weather and even in amiflyday* 
To thefe we fliall now add two other forts. The one is by the 
Germans called Phofphorus Smaragdimts, faid to be of this na- 
ture, that it collects ics light not fo much from the Sun- beams, 
or the illuminated Air, as from the Fire it felfj feeing that, if 
fbme of it be laid upon a Silver or Copper-plate, under w hich 
are put fome live coals, or a lighted Taper , it will prefently 
fhine, and if the fame matter be fhaped into Letters , one is 
able to read ir, The other is called JPhofphorm Fulgurans, which 
is a matter, made both in a liquid and dry form, and not only 
fhineth in the dark, and communicates a fudden light to fuch 
bodies as 'tis rubbed upon; but, being included inaGlafs- 
veiTel well clofed, doth now and then fulgurate, and femetimes 
alforaife it felf as 'twere into waves of light : Differing very 
much from the Baiduinian Stone, which is to be expofed to 
fome fhining Body , as the Day , the Sun , the Fire or fome 
lighted Candle, to receive light from thence ; whereas this 
Fulgurating fubftance carries its light alwaies with it, and when 
put in a dark place , prefently (hews the fame. Of which we 
havethisfurtherailurancegivenus, that a little portion of ir, 
having been kept two whole years , hath not yet loft its power 
of fliining: So that 'tis believed , if a confiderably big piece 
were prepared of it, it would ferve for a perpetual,or/at leafr, 
a very long laftinglighr. 

So far this communicationjthe effeft of which 'tis hoped will 
indue time appear here araongftus, if the Author be compe- 
tently encouraged thereunto. 
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
